To diminish the troublesoue dispropor

lor their banishment, as the Moors and the 
Jr«s wore expelled from Spain, or as the 
Poles, at a later period, were carried nil to 
Siberia. Governor Smith has directed the 
i • 1 1 lion of the Virginia legislature to a 
measure of this kind, and the commum< .i- 
'ion in the Kichmond Knqui/er propose-, n 
el.itmrate scheme of expuUion, by the ap- 
pointment of commissioners who are to 
make lifts of the free negioes wuhin thwr 
districts, pick up such W see between tie 
ares of twenty-five ind fotlyfive, which is 
the most, prolific portion of them, and land 
them on some of the 'British Islands, or on 
the coau of Africa, or make a present ol 
them to the Northern States. 

This is a desperate remedy, but we shall 
not be surprised if this, or something life 
it, Miould be adopted. It indicates a fiiglu 
fnl distemperatiire in the social stale of 
Hasten) Virginia, (he natural result of the 
iiMituiion o f slavery in an old communi.y, 
md emphatically wains us •gainst allowing 
tl- institution to be planted in our MM 
en .lories.

"The lam is three hundred feet Ion;, 
and contains -U houses. It is lighted by 
three gaslights, and water is supplied three 
tunes . week, but no tanks or lubes were to 
be found. I will simply describe two or 
three houses that we visited, as a fair ave- 
rage of the whole. Many things are too 
disgusting to enter Uie columns of a news- 
paper, and therefore 1 shall only give some 
leading facia. The first house that ihe 
committee visited contained F> persons, 
only ti rooms and IS beds' — windows bro- 
ken — filth abundant. In the second there 
were .">6 peraons, nnd only X beds. In the 
thiid there were til person* and I l»eds, ave 
raging nearly seven to a bed. And these 
of all ages, sexes und conditions 

This is as horrible a state of things as 
one could imagine lo exist, and as il 
is a stern fact, there is no virtue in shutting 
one's eye to il. A majority of the win- 
dows were broken, and me cold night wind 
could not fail 10 sweep in, and inflict colds 
and consumption upon its inmates. The 
occupations of this miserable class are of 
great variety — some are '"ruit dealers, some 
sweeps, some knife-grincers, some mendi- 
cants, some crossing-sweepers, some street 
singers, and many thieves and prostitutes. 

The committee say in their report — "In 
these wretched dwellings, all ages and both 
Hexes, fathers and daughters, mothers and 
.urns, grown up In oilier* aud sisters, stran- 
ger adult males and females, and swarms 
of children — the sick, ihe dying, and the 
dead, are huddled logeihor with a proximity 
and mutual, pressure which brutes would 
resist, where it is physically impossible to 
preserve the ordinary decencies of life — 
where all sense of propriety and self-respect 
must be lost." Such is the state of Church 
Dane! Would that it were alone in its 
notoriety' Alas! there are many others 
quite as bad. But how much these poverty 
stricken beings are to blame for iheir state, 
is a solemn question to

But the experience of our country is in 
favor of cheap postages as far asthev have 
been tried, and that of England i> also de- 
cidedly so. Were the rate reduced to two 
cents on each letter, no one douits that the 
number of letter* sent through the mails 
would Unrnediaielv be verv lirtrelv .u 
crea-ed. Tbe large and iiuellipeR: meeting 
in New \oik ie. ently assume^ that two 
cents is the proper rate, and insists on its 
adoption. 

Major Hobbie is in favor of u uniform 
rate of one cent for newspapers not weigh- 
ing more than two ounces, and of three 
cems tor perionicajs not weighing over three 
ounces, provided s uniform thrse cent post- 
age is introduced for letters. 

On ihe mbject of ihe frankinc privilege, 
he remarks that it is abolished n ireat Bri- 
tain; but members of Farliamc at are en- 
tilled lo receive, free of charge, petitions 
to either House, provded ihe) 
Mhout covers, or in covers o|hmi 
at the sides, and do not exceed the weight 
of thirty two ounce*. Addresses to the 
t^neen likewise go free of postage. In 
France, the franking privilege is extended 
by order of the minister ol finance to i et 
tain public officer , for their otfic al corres- 
pondence only. In Ihe German States the 
King and royal family, and Postinn-ie, 
General, enjoy the franking privilege: GtM 
eminent officers possens it for their official 
correspondence, and tie Postmaster Gene 
ral is authorised lo extend it to societies for 
the promotion of science and art? and be 
nevolent objects; but their correspondence 
must pass unsealed. 

The report concludes with an historical 
account of the origin of the post-office in- 
stitution, in this and in foreign countries, 
and is very happy in proving that our Gov- 
ernmeiilwas the first to admit, uicondiiion- 
ally, the principle that this institution is 
created for the accommodation of the citi. 
/ens and not the Government. 

It appears, in conclusion, tjiat the Hiatal 
are much less used in ths country than in 
England or France, thou^i our post-ollice 
provisions are greater. This is sscrihed to 
the higher rates of our parage, and die de-

Many of the colds wlich people are said 
to catch commence al toe feet. To keep 
those extremities consianU)' warm, there- 
fore, is (o effect an insurance against the 
almost interminable lilt of disorders which 
spring out from a "slight cold," and at the 
risk of being thought trifling, and of tell- 
ing jieople what ihey know already, I beg 
to remind them of the following simple 
rules: 

First. Never be tightly shod. Boots or 
shoes, when they fit closely, press against 
the veins of the fool, and prevent ihe free 
circulation of the blood. When, on the 
contrary, ihey do not embrace the feet too 
tightly, the blood gets *air play and the 
spaces left between the leather and the stock, 
mg are filled with a comfortable supply of 
warm air. Those who have handsome 
feet will, perhaps, be slow to adopt this 
dictum; but they are urgently recommen- 
ded to sacrifice a little nearness to a great 
deal of comfort and safety, by wearing 
what the makers call easy shoes. 

Second. Never sit in damp shoes. It 
si often imagined, that unless they be posi- 
tively wet, it is not necess-ary 10 change 
them when the feet are at rest. This is a 
fallacy; for when the least dampness is ab- 
sorbed into the sole, it is attracted further 
to the foot itself by its own heal, and thus 
perspiration is dangerously checked. Any 
person may prove this by trying the expc- 
rimcnt of neglecting the rule, and his feet 
will feel co'.d and damp after a few minutes; 
although, on taking off die shoe and exam 
ining if, it will appear lo be perfecily dry. 

Did every one follow theae rules, there 
would be no more cold feet.

In the eaine essay he aayt: "A 
christian may by hi* tuit seek to annihilate or 
modi y the relation, but he can go no farther as 
a ch'valiau." He muit turn politician, and 
light under a new name! If, however, as Mr 
I aiii|bell .ays, the relation is of Divine authori- 
ty, 1 aui.ot see how a christian can be justi- 
fiable in voting ita annihilation.
